a lifeboat and rowing to shore. 


Steaming from Montreal yes­ 
terday the freighter had bucked 
ice all the way. When about half 
a mile west of the dock in Coteau 
lake, she was listing badly to 
port.

pouring in by the stern and Cnpt. 
Raoul EaLonde ordered the boat 
put about and headed for shore.

list, and the crew were forced to 
the lifeboat.

gold price rise is accomplished bv 
netting an arbitrary figure each

markets. 


The domestic price has ranged 
upward from $31.36 
to 
$33.56. 
Meanwhile, the foreign exchange, 
value of the dollar has depreciat­ 
ed in relation to the pound from 
about $4.70 to nearly $5.50 at to­ 
day’s quotation. 


This 
movement in foreign ex­ 
change was one of tho objectives 
of the gold policy, but it has been 
accompanied by a drop in quota­ 
tions on government bonds. Offi­ 
cials have expressed supreme con­ 
fidence in tho ability of 
federal 
securities to rebound. 


Jesse H. Jones, chairman of tho 
reconstruction 
corporation, 
said 
today that purchases of gold in 
the foreign m a rk e t had been com­ 
paratively small. 


Commodities Higher 


Jones refused to be quoted oil 
the am o u n t purchased but 
said 
tho am ount bough!, abroad "prob­ 
ably” was loss than tho domestic 
purchases which up to tho present 
total approximately $6,500,000. 


He said tho foreign purchases 
were "not sufficient to cause any 
stir in exchange circles.” 


Regardless 
of 
other 
factors, 
however, officials pointed to the 
commodity index which, in spite 
of fluctuations, has worked stead­ 
ily higher. At the White House a 
chart w'as made public showing a 
ten per cent rise in the composite 
price of 17 staples. Meanwhile tho 
gold price gained 15 per cent.

Police in 15 squad cars central­ 
ized their search in a district ex­ 
tending south soveral miles from j 
Wilson avenuo where a few hours ; 
earlier they raided an apartment i 
building half an hour after a man j 
answering Dillinger’s description, 
two other men, and three women 
had left hurriedly. 


With Dlllinger, 
police 
said, 
might be Verne C. Miller, former 
South Dakota sheriff turned out­ 
law’ and wanted for murder and 
kidnaning. 
Miller shot his way 
vough «'cordon of police in tho 
, ,me district less than two weeks 
ago. 


Discover Automobile 


Deputy Chief of Detectives Wil­ 
liam Blaul said he was convinced 
Dillinger’s associates engineered a 
break of ten convicts from the 
Indiana 
state 
penitentiary 
at 
Michigan City, Ind., several weeks 
ago, robbed half a dozen banks, 
raided two police arsenals, and 
killed at least one man. 


Early today police found the 
automobile, its sides dented and 
bullet proof glass chipped by 22 
bullets, in which 
Dillinger 
es­ 
caped Into yesterday from Indiana 
and Chicago police who trapped 
him while ho was visiting a phy­ 
sician here. 


They traced tho automobile to 
a garage. Tho trail led to an apart­ 
ment at 4 210 Clarodon avenuo, a 
few blocks away, where Dillinger 
and his companions woro report- 
to have lived for a month.

automobile had 
a 
“ port 
hole’’ 
through which a machine gunner 
fired at 
pursuing 
police 
last 
night. 


In tho apartment were found 
weapons and a supply 
of 
steel 
saws, files, and chisels 
suitable 
for burglaries. Parked near tho 
building was a black sedan which 
police* said was similar 
to 
ono 
used in Indiana bank robberies. 
It was equipped with three sets of 
llcenso plates.

Lansing, Nov. 16 (/I5) - A pro­ 
posal to place in the hands of lo­ 
cal governing bodies 
temporary 
power to determine Avhether li­ 
quor shall be sold by the glass 
is expected to be recommended 
by the legislative council, it was 
learned today. 


In the liquor control bill the 
council ia expected to complete 
this week such «a provision may 
replace an original clause a u th ­ 
orizing sales by tho gla.ss, subject 
to later 
referenda, 
in 
Detroit, 
(Irand Rapids and Flint. 
Spon­ 
sors of the plan to let local gov­ 
erning 
bodies 
decide 
whether 
sales by the glass shall be allow­ 
ed believe it would remove much 
of the conflict over the sales is­ 
sue. 
City councils would be em­ 
powered, by a two thirds votes, 
to allow liquor sales by the glass 
in properly regulated and licens­ 
ed hotel dining rooms and rest­ 
aurants. 
The order of the local 
legislative body would be subject 
to nullification by a vote of tho 
people. 


I/ocal Problem 


Backers of the plan claim it is 
the only provision under which 
all communities can 
be treated 
alike and still give Detroit an op­ 
portunity to have liquor by the 
glass immediately the liquor c o n ­ 
trol act, goes into offect. Out state 
members of the council and legis­ 
lature aro of tho opinion few if 
nnv cities outside of Detroit want 
sales by the glass unless voted by 
the people. 
Tho proposal to let 
city councils order glass sales is 
m ere ly a stop 
gap, 
to 
permit 
sales of that sort until a referen­ 
dum can be held. 
Inasmuch as 
members of local governing bo­ 
dies are elocted, and presumably 
are more responsive to tho wishes 
of their constituencies than mem­

If 
not recommended by the council 
members are prepared to offer it 
as an amendment from the floor. 


Strenuous objection to the or­ 
iginal plan to legalize sales by 
the glass in Detroit, Grand Rap 
ids and Flint immediately, while 
all other communities would h a v e 
to vote before such sales would 
be allowed, has developed. Mem­ 
bers of the legislature have indi­ 
cated they do not want such a 
provision.

85,000 BACK

Miss 
Perkins Discloses

Washington. Nov. 16 (/P)'—Heart­ 
ened by a labor department esti­ 
mate that 85,000 additional persons 
had returned to work last month,
